THE SENATORIAL OUTLOOK. 


The New York Times has a broad- 
side of specials this morning from 
States soon to hold elections for U. 8. 
Senators, of which the sum-up is as 
follows: In the 16 States to elect 
Frye has received a caucus nomina. 
tion ia Maine and will be re-elected; 
Garland will be re-elected without 
opposition in Arkansat; Plumb is very 
sure to be re-elected in Kansas; in 
New Jersey McPherson counts with 
security on going to Washington as 
his own successor, mainly through the 
power of his long purse, judiciously 
used. In Massachusetts Hoar’s path 
is heavily beset, and should he fail in 
convention Long will probably be 
chosen, though there is a possibility 
of Butler creeping in. In Minnesota 
Windom’s chancesare good. In Mich- 
igan Ferry is contending with some- 
what doubtful prospects. In Dela- 
ware Ransom will probably be re- 
elected. In Tennessee Harris will 
probably go back. In Connecticut 
the election of Pitken would be grati- 
fying to the party atlarge. It is too 
soon to foretell with certainty the 
political complexion of the Senate af- 
ter the third uf March, but there is a 
probability that Republicans will have 
a majority only by the aid of the Vir- 
ginia Readjusters; in which case it 
would be far better to leave the or- 
ganization of the Senate to the Dem- 
ocrats than to purchase the co—opera- 
tion of the Virgioia Senators by such 
concessions as they have been in the 
habit of demanding. 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Herbert Spencer, one of the greatest 
men who ever visited this country 
from England, went home a few days 
ago, being accompanied to the steamer 
by a few friends, and wished a happ, 
journey.

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MILWAUKEE, Jan. 11. 

Twenty-four hours have elapsed 
since the most terrible catastrophe 
that ever befell Milwaukee, and the 
immensity of the dreadful disaster 
seems te increase instead of wane witb 
fleeting time. A dread seems to creep 
over everyone passing the huge pile of 
smoking ruins that mark the place 
where only two days ago the palatial 
Newhall House stood with its 200 in- 
mates, who awoke yesterday morning 
from their slumbers to stand face to 
face with the grim reaper. Snow had 
been falling all night, silently weav- 


iog a shroud for many—how many no- 
body can ask without a shudder on 
beholding what is left. 

Among the missing who cannot be 
accounted for are the following: Liz- 
zie Kelly, waiter; May Owens, table 
girl. Her sister Maggie, who occu- 
pied the room with her, was killed by 
leaping from the third-story window. 
Many are supposed to be in the ruins. 
R. H. Onnie of Milwaukee, conductor 
of the Wisconsin Railroad; May An- 
derson, waiter; Dr. A. Herman of Mil- 
waukee, Nora Flanagan, and Miss 
Childs, a dressmaker are known to be 
in the ruins. Prof. B. Mason of 
the German-American Academy, Mrs. 
B. Mason, his wife; Julia Fogarty, 
waiter, Norah Flanagan, waiter; 
Capt. G. P. Vase, U. 8S. Civil Eogineer, 
in charge of the river and harbor im- 
provementsin Milwaukee; Geo. Lam- 
rey, in charge of the coat-room, were 
last seen in the hall on the third floor. 
S. A. Brown of Philadelphia was 
known to have been io the building. 

The following have to be added to 
the death list: Julia Curtio, Walter 
Scott, Mary Andéfson, Walter Gilli 
land, W. Gilliland, makiug 45 dead 
and misving. , 


Many might have been saved if some 


immediate attempts at systematic res- 
cue had been made. In the halls of 
the hotel was a scene of the wildest 
confusion. Men, women and children 
rushed up and down io dense, suffocat- 
ing smoke, avoiding the blinding 
flames and roaring blaze, and in their 
trantic efforts rashing by stairways 
and windows leading to fire escapes 
and stumbling over bodies lying un- 
conscious on the carpeted walks. The 
fire apparently started on the third 
floor and before the department 
got the steamers fairly in* position 
the flames had enveloped the whole 
south-east corner of the building. Tie 
multitude, which by this time had 
swelled to thousands, stood in perfect 
awe, but few having self-possession 
and resolution enough to lend a help- 
ing hand on the caovasses stretched 
out to rescue those of the despairing 
inmates who risked a leap down to 
the stone side-walk 100 feet below. 
A poor fellow stood on the cornice of 
the fifth story corner window so long, 
not daring the fearful leap,that finally 
he became bewildered, to judge by 
his actions, or dumbfounded by the 
smoke, and slid off his perch to the 
canvas below. The few who held it 
eould not give it the necessary resis- 
tance, and the body fell unhindered 
by the canvass with acrash which 
sent a shudder through every witoess. 

In the sixth story window right over 
this uofortusate sat the figure of a 
man crouched on the window sill gaz- 
ing like one absent minded into the 
fiery abyss below; motionless, but 
from time to time sendiog out a heart- 
rending shriek. Steadily the flames 
encroached upon him, but he did nut 
seem to mind it. When the flames 
singed his hair and licked his night 
clothes, he gave One despairing look 
to the crowd below and tumbled back 
into the sea of fire, 

The scene in the alley west of the 
burning building was sickening. As 
early as 6 o’clock the bodies of seven 
unfortunate waiter girls were stretched 
upon the snow and ice with broken 
limbs, writhing in agony until death 
ended their sufferings. After almost 
superhuman efforts ladders were 
stretched from the roof of the bank 
building across the alley-way to the 
sixth story of the hotel, and brave 
fire-laddies carried ten girls across the 
frail bridge, four of them dead. 

A man and woman appeared at a 
window of the third story. They were 
recognized as Allen Jobnson and bis 
wife. Canvas was stretched below the 
windows of their apartments and a 
thousand voices called, beseeching 
them to jump. Johnson kissed his 
wife, then leaped into the air and shot 
downward into the canvas, but his

Police-iieutenant Wood says in regard 
to the origio of the fire and the rapid- 
ity with which it spread: “I was in 
my office when the alarm sounded and 
I reached the building before the en- 
gines began to play. The flames were 
filling the elevator and breaking out on 
the different floors. IJ ran to the third 
story and helped one lady make her 
way down stairs. I then turned to go 
back, but no man could have gone up 
to that third story and iived. It did 
not seem more than a minute from the 
time I left the door till I tried to get 
back, but in that little time the-fire 
had filled all the building above the 
second story. As far as its origin 18 
concerned, I can't see how it could 
be started unless somebody set it. So 
far as now known, not a single Pacific 
Coaster was connected with the fire— 
not one name from the Far West ap- 
peared in the list of lost, injured or 
saved,” 

Mrs. 8. W. Brown, wife of the gen- 
eral yard master of the Chicago «& 
Northwestern, is dead. Mr, Brown 
made a rope of sheets, which he tied 
toasewing machine. He slid down 
and received but slight injuries. After 
reaching a foot-hold he called to his 
wife to follow, but she did pot, and a 
few moments later was buried beneath 
a mass of falling brick in her room. 

Miss Libbie Chellis, for 10 years in 
charge of the dres-makinug department 
of T. A. Chapman's store, occupied a 
room in one of the upper stories front- 
ipg on Michigan street. Surrounded 
by flames she Appeared at a window 
aod for an instant looked implorinogly 
down at the throng below, and then 
fell back into the vortex of fire and 
perished. There was a fire-escape 
within her reach, bit the poor woman 
was so completely overcome by the 
horror of the situation that she was 
powerless to act.

She was moaning and wailing 
and crying most piteously for some 
one to carry her away.

WHAT CHANCES ARE NECESSARY 


Sweeping Reductions Demanded by a 
Public Meeting of Citizens. 


The adjourned meeting of citizens 
at the Baptist Church last evening 
was larger than the original meeting 
and a great deal of interesting debate 
was the result. The resolution de- 
claring in favor of amendments in 
favor of a new Constitution was unani- 
mously adopted. The committee re- 
ported in favor of abolishing the 
offices of Attorney General, Controller, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and Surveyor-General, placing the 
work of Controller and Survey or-Gen- 
eral upon the Secretary of State, and 
that of Superintendent of Pablic In- 


struction on the Lieutevant-Governor. 
A minority of the committee reported 
in favor of giving woman the right of 
suffrage. The debate on that ques- 
tion was postponed. An amend- 
ment was recommended, making 
incorporators of companies liable for 
the debts of the same, as in partner- 
ships. Another to repeal all laws 
authorizing the employment of depu- 
ties and restricting clerk hire to $500 
a year. Aliso in regard to the Univer- 
sity, to allow it to devote more atten- 
tion to mioing. Another to allow 
Courts to prevent the attendance of 
juries when not wanted, by the same 
officer thatsummonsthem,and thussave 
paying their wages when they are not 
needed; also, to allow County Com- 
missioners to allow for actual work 
done by county officers needing depu- 
ties and no more. To amend the 
revenue laws 80 the day of assessing 
should come on the same day as Cal- 
iforoia, in order to prevent enterpris- 
ing citizens from stepping over the 
horder when the assessor is due. To 
amend the law so as to make it neces— 
sary for citizens to be a year in the 
State and six months in the county in 
order to vote, and to limit members 
of the Legislature to 


THEIR ACTUAL FARE 


Paid out io lieu of a mileage fee. 
Senator Schovling aod Assemblyman 
Fish opposed the abotition of the of- 
ce of Controller. Mr. Schooling 
recommended that the duties of Sec- 
retary of State devolve on the Treas- 
urer, aod let the Controller do the 
work of the Surveyor General. He 
also recommended that the of- 
fice of Lieutenaat-Governur be abol- 
ished and the Superintendent of In- 
struction’s duties devolve on the Clerk 
ofthe Supreme Court. It was held 
by him and Mr. Fish that the Con. 
troller was the more important officer. 
He was the financial leader, and he 
snould be retained in preference to the 
Secretary of State, whose duties 
were more clerical. Otliers held 


that he was simply the State book- 
keeper and his work was mere routine 
in its nature. Bobo suggested that it 
made very little difference what name 
was given the office as it was the officer 
ahd not the duties that was to be dis- 
pensed with. Mr. Leete was in favor 
of doing away with the office of Lieu- 
tenant-Goveinor and the other offices 
also. He said the office uf Surveyor- 
General cost $8,000 to $10,000 a year 
with no result atali. It ought not 
to cost $1,000. All there was to be 
done was to keep a record of applica- 
tions for land and give the ne- 
cessary Certificates. J. F. Alexander 
said that Senator Marker came 
over last Monday to attend the meet- 
ing and found the house dark, 
He was anxious to know what 
was needed, and would be here when- 
ever a due notice of a meeting was 
given. Leete spoke of the suggestion 
made by the GazETTE some time ago, 
that mines be taxed for real estate 
like other property, and hoped it 
would be discussed. The meeting ad- 
journed for one week.

A Mine That Does Not Want 
Free Advertising.

THE WORK DONE THIS WINTER 


—2S 


The Main Shaft to go Down and 
the Tunnel to go In. 


—---—--- —- -»--------- 


A GazeTre reporter made a brief 
call at the Antelope mine on Tuesday. 
It has become something of @ puzzle 
to outsiders here, as the officers and 
men seem rather inclined to devote 
their energies to work under ground 
than to gossip with the neighbors. 
All the other mines around Reno have 
been big bonanzas from the time the 
shovel first struck the claim, and many 
a man has been rich, io his mind, 
from dividends pictured out by vis- 
ionary prospects. The Antelope, on 
the contrary, has gone quietly down 
and been runas if it wasto make 
money out of and not notori¢ty. Some 


time ago, in order to satisfy public 
interest, this paper gave a description 
of all that was to be seen in and on 
the claim, which it was able to do 
through the courtesy of the superin- 
tendent, Captain Griffin, who said 
he desired neither to advertise nor 
cecnceal anything about it. A present 
inspection shows that since that time 
a good dea: of valuable work has been 
done and some interesting discoveries 
made. A crosscut has been pushed 
through to the big ledge which crops 
out 
IN IMMENSE MASSEs 


Oa top of the ground and which is 
found to be 80 feet wide with an ore 
streak of 15 feet. A drift has been 
run in this ore 60 feet and a winze 
sunk 60 feet with no wall so no one 
knows how big it is. The old ledge 
holds its own. The Winter's work is 
to be devoted to sinking the main 
shaft another 100 feet, making it in 
all 250 feet; and running in the t=noel 
which is now in 960 feet and will strike 
the ledge in 25 more. It will drain 
the mine toa depth of 400 feet, and 
will be on a level withthe mill, so that 
ore cars can be ruo from anywhere in 
the mine tothe dump, It will strike 
the ledge 400 feet from the shaft, but 
that it will run .on the veio and will 
in reality be a prospecting or working 
drift from where it is now. If it 
should strike ore when it breaks the 
crossing the Antelope is the cominz 
mine. The mill has been improved 
by the addition, of tanks, settlers and 
pans, sothat any kiod of silver ore 
can be worked. The concentrators are 
to be changed from where they 
now are near the batteries to a 
point below the pans so that the 
tailings will run over them and 
nothing be wasted. Outsiders Bay 
that there is platinum in the ore and 
that the rock is getting harder to 
work. There is no water in the 
mine, but an old water line was 
found, and below it the ore is barder 
to work. The company, however, 
seem well pleased with their property. 
Mr. Clough of Boston is at the mine, 
and seems to be dividing his time 
about equally between business and 
pleasure. He thinks the climate here 
is & great inducement.

THE SALARY LAW. 


A Suggestion “That Would Make 
Officers Rustile for Their Fees if 
Adopted. 
Reno, Jan. 10, 1883. 

Ep. Reno Gazetre:—Our salary 
law, which bas pow been in operation 
two years, seems to have benefitted a 
number of our counties largely, while 
other counties claim a loss to their 
treasuries under the same law, and 
various suggestions are being pressed 
upon the Legislature now in session 


for its repeal or amendment. 
Permit me to make a suggestion, 
which, if adopted, will satisfy the 
good people and taxpayers of every 
county in the State. It is to add this 
section: But in no case shall apy 
county or township officer (except 
District Judge, Treasurer and As: 
sessor) named in this act re- 
ceive a greater amount for 
his salary duriog his term of office 
than the amount of fees collected by 
him for said term. This wonld not be 
special legislation and would place the 
small counties back where they were 
before the act took effect, while those 
counties benefitted by the present law 
would still have that benefit. And 
further, this amendment would be a 
strong incentive to officers to “work 
up” their business in order to 
collect sufficient fees to pay their sala- 
ries. Having had a little experience 
in county matters, I venture the above 
suggestion tor the consideration of our 
honorable legislative bodies as well as 
taxpayers. Yours, etc.,
